One of the last earthly things pat 
Jackson did was to read a note fpatn 
polk asking his advice about the ap¬ 
pointment of certain federal offices# tn 
the sooth. Polk had been in office ply 
a few weeks at the time, and he wjjht- 
ed to get the indorsement of Jadfem 
for his administration, j In orden^to 
win Jackson’s favor Polk waa celled 
“Young Hickory** by his admli l ng 
friends, but “Old Hickory’s” favorite 
for the nomination in 1844 was Tan 
Buren and not Polk. Jackson wfe • 
Texas annexationist, aa was Fplk. 
while Van Boren's opposition to an¬ 
nexation was what caused his defeat 
for the candidacy. Vet personally he 
preferred Van Bnren. polk, axtefpiis 
Inauguration, made war on Francis 
P. Blair, who edited Jackson’s and Van 
Buren’s old organ at Washington, the 
Capital, and thus displeased Jackpsn, 
though the latter knew that Blair pad 
been lukewarm toward Polk in the 
canvass. Blair was forced to get pat, 
and the Capital was changed into the 
Dally Union, with Ritchie of Richmond 
as its editor. From the hour of hig. re¬ 
tirement until his death, through Van 
Buren’s administration and in the open¬ 
ing days of Polk’s, Jackson remafeed 
an influential figure in the Democratic 
politics of the time.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat

Probably the first: public lottery aver 
heid took place in England in 1067, 
when 40,000 chances were sold JO 
shillings each, the prices consigning 
chiefly of plate and the profits goin&for 
the repair ol’ certain harbors, the 
drawing took place at the west doqr of 
St Paul’s cathedr&L In 1614 another 
lottery took place at St Paul’s. This 
wan for the benefit of the Virginia qom- 
pany. Jhe highest prize waa £1^)00, 
and £20'000 profit was gained. Again, 
in 1630, a lottery was promoted I4 or¬ 
der to bring water Into London, and 
after the civil war another lottery help¬ 
ed to replenish an exhausted national 
exchequer. Private lotteries soon be¬ 
came very common, and, being general¬ 
ly conducted on fraudulent principles, 
an act of parliament was passed eflrly 
in the reign of Queen Anne suppressing 
them “as public nuisances.” In 16^4 a 
loan of £1,000,000 was raised by the 
sale of lottery tickets at £10 each, and 
in lUO £1,500,000 was raised by ten 
pound tickets, each ticket being enti¬ 
tled to an annuity for thirty-two years, 
the blanks 14 shillings per annum, the 
prizes varying from £5 to £1,000 pert an¬ 
num.
